New Merchant Marine^ 
Act Will Put StarJ 
And Stripes Again on 


. Every Seaf Says Jones 


SEATTLE, Wash., July 
8.—The 


merchant marine act of 1920 stands 
as a monument, marking the return 
to earlier policies of the Government! 
in that period of our history which 
produced shipping owned, 
operated 


and manned by American citizens and 
flying our flag, Senator W .L. Jones, 
declared here today. 


"There is a new era 
in 
United 


States foreign commerce," he said. 
"We now have a merchant marine 
and it must and will be employed " 


Senator Jones said that under the 


earlier policies vessels of the United 
States carried more than 60 per cent 
of out exports and imports. 


"When we abandoned 
those poli- 


cies our relative importance in 
the 


ocean carrying trade diminished un- 
'til just before our entrance into the 
war, we transported in our own ves- 
sels less than 8 per cent of our ex- 
ports and imports," he declared. 


"Why 'should Japanese 
shipping 


'representatives in the United States 
foment a propaganda against 
such 


legislation which devices a peculiar 
'national' treatment for the protect- 
ion of American shipping in trades 
with the United States when it is the 
acknowledged policy of Japan by 'sub- 
sidy' and otherwise to provide a pe- 
culiarly 'national1 treatment for Jap- 
anese ships calculated to give such 
ships an advantage of the ships of 
the United States in such trades?" 
the senator demanded. 


"The quantity of business moving 


thru the Pacific will not be permitted 
to decrease thru the operations of 
the new law but on the contrary it is 
In the public interest that such move- 
ment should be Increased," added 
Senator Jones.

SPA, July 8 —The 
fourth 
formal 


session of ,the Spa conference, with 
both Allied and 
German delegates 


present, began at noon today to hear 
the Alliefa anstvei to Germanj's dis- 
armament proposal 


While the Germans asked for 15 


months in which to reduce their army 
to 100,000 men and destroy wai mate- 
rial & in accordance with the treaty 
terms, it was reported when today'-? 
meeting opened that Premier Lloyd 
George would demand that Germany 
diparm within .six or eight months, 


This would be a concession to GOT- 


manv, lor, under the old terms, the 
Germars should bavo carried out the 
Allies' disarmament demands by the 
middle of this month. 


It was understood that Premier Mil- 


lerand and Premier De La Croix of 
Belgium were in complete accord with 
the British prime minister on the 
length of time that should be given 
Germany to disarm. 


There was every indication today 


lhat the conference would continue 
until the end of the week and perhaps 
later. The British delegates said that 
the sessions may last until next Mon- 
day, 
but the French were hopeful that 


they could finish by Sunday. 


There was little likelihood of a 


breakoff. The Germans were frank in 
admitting that they have great masses 
of -men under arms; the number is 
put at more than, one million.

mitted before the senate committee 
investigating the fund charges that 
the Wood campaign had been under- 
written for $1,000,000 by some of the 
country's biggest financiers. 


Just prior to this a statement by 


T. W Ilukried, a Missouri Lowden 
campaign manager, admitting that he 
had received £2,050 from the Lowden 
campaign, was placed in evidence be- 
fore the committee. 


Among the alleged contributors to 


the Wood fund named by Mr. Loeb 
were J. B. Duke, the tokacco king, 
who, 
Loeb declared, contributed a sub- 


stantial sum; the late George W. 
Perkins, who handed over $10,000 "for 
somebody" else, and H. H, Rogers, the 
oil magnate, who gave $50000 to the 
fund, Loeb testified.

does not. go into details us to what 
shall constitute the exceptional case 
m which permits will bo granted to 
leport such commodities as arms, air- 
craft, munitions, warship1?, etc, to the 
countries designated, hut it does spe- 
cify conditions under whuh locomo- 
tives, rolling slock, motor cars and 
other commodities not directly con- 
nected with war, may be consigned to 
Soviet Russia ami countries formerly 
associated wilh the central powers. 


In general, persons wishing to ex- 


port this latter elass of commodities 
mn.st prove to tho haUsfactlon of the 
department of Male that the articles 
in question ;irc destined for civil pur- 
poses only. 


The statement issued yesterday is 


careful lo reiterate that the opening 
up of trade does not constitute recog- 
nition. 
Two factors, It was learned 


on high authority today, entered into 
the department's decision lo abandon 
its policy of non-intercourse, namely, 
the action of Great Britain ancl France 
in dealing with Krassin and the grow- 
ing conviction that a sub rosa. trade 
has all along been in progress from 
the United tate.s to Soviet Russia thru 
the medium of Lei via, Ksthonia, Kin- 
land ancl the Scandinavian countries. 
It has also been known for some time 
that practically all the allied countries 
have for months been carrying on 
trade with the Leriine government and 
that the allies' authorities have tacit- 
ly encouraged this trade.
